RADIO TALK EXTOLS 
JOINT FAITH OP 
VS., CANADA

Winnipeg. 
May 24 (;P)—King 
George VI observed British Em- 
pire Day in this heart of the Can- 
adian prairies today with a world- 
wide radio address which extolled 
"the faith 
in 
reason 
and 
fair 
play" which he said was shared by 
Britain,' the United States and his 
Dominion of Canada. 


This joint faith, he said, was 
"one of 
the 
chief 
Ideals 
that 
guides the British empire in all 
its ways today." 


"Canada and the United States 
have had to dispose of searching 
differences of aim 
and 
interest 
during the past 
hundred 
years; 
but never has one of these differ- 
ences been resolved by force or by 
threat," the king said. 


"No man, thank God, will ever 
again conceive of 
such 
arbitra- 
ment between the peoples of my 
empire and the 
people 
of 
the 
United States." 


The king paused In his tour of 
Canada with Queen Elizabeth to 
make the address, the longest he 
ever has broadcast. He gave the 
800-word speech In a rich, reson- 
ant voice, slowly as 
always. 
His 
words were carried throughout the 
far-flung empire, across the prin- 
cipal 
networks 
in 
the 
United 
States, and to France 
and 
other 
countries. He began at 1 p. m. (2 
p. m.. E.S.T.).

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FARM ALCOHOL 
TOJUN CARS 


Cwn By-Product Blends 
With Gasoline In 
Kansas Tests 


Washington, May 24 (;p),—Ex­ 
periments conducted at Atchison, 
Kas., had proved the feasibility of 
making alcohol from farm prodf 
uets and blending it with gasoline 
for motor fuel, Dr. Leo W. Chris­ 
tensen of Miller, Nebr., toM a sén­ 
at finance sub-committee today. 


Christensen, who directed the 
experiments, testified at a hearing 
on bills by Senators Gillette (D- 
lowa) and Gurney (R-SD) to ex­ 
empt blended motor fuel from the 
one-cent federal tax. 


Work at the 
Atchison 
plant 
showed alcohol could be produced 
for 20 cents a gallon from corn 
at 50 cents a bushel when the 
plant was running at capacity and 
full use was made of by-products, 
he said. 


*'At what price would you be 
compelled to buy corn in order to 
furnish blended fuel without in­ 
creasing the price of the con­ 
sumer?” Senator Herring (D-Ia) 
asked. 


Neglecting the cost of unethical 
opposition,” Christensen replied, 
“we could pay about 50 cents a 
bushel.” 


Christensen said the Atchison 
plant produced alcohol 
used 
in 
making 15 million 
gallons 
of 
blended fuel which was sold in 
several mid western states.

government of 
Canada upon payment of |1,500,- 
000. 


Under the terms of the com­ 
pany’s charter granted by King 
Charles II in 1670, the company 
waa to pay “rent” of the beaver 
skins and elk heads whenever tho 
reigning sovereign or 
his 
heirs 
visited the company’s territory. 


So today King George, on his 
way back to Winnipeg after a mo­ 
tor drive with Queen Elizabeth, 
for!stopped at old Fort Garry Gate, 
*now a public park, where the pre­ 
sent head of the 
Hudson's 
Bay 
company, P. Ashley Cooper, was 
waiting.

With Gasoline In 
Kansas Tests 


Washington, May 24 (£>)— Ex­ 
periments conducted at Atchison. 
Has., had proved the feasibility of 
making alcohol from farm prod# 
ucts and blending it with gasoline 
for motor fuel, Dr. Leo W. Chris­ 
tensen of Miller, Nebr., told a gen­ 
al finance sub-committee today. 
Christensen, who directed the 
experiments, testified at a hearing 
on bills by Senators Gillette (D 
Iowa) and Gurney (R-SD) to ex­ 
empt blended motor fuel from the 
one-cent federal tax. 
Work at the 
Atchison 
plant 
showed alcohol could be produced 
for 20 cents a gallon from corn 
at 50 cents a bushel when the 
plant was running at capacity and 
full use was made of by-products, 
he said. 
*‘At what price would you be 
compelled to buy corn in order to 
furnish blended fuel without in­ 
creasing the price of the con­ 
sumer?” Senator Herring (D-la) 
asked. 
Neglecting the cest of unethical 
opposition.”

fnR B most recent Inventory by the Fed- 
eral Government in cooperation 
with 
State OoTcmmenti la a count of the num­ 
ber of blf-game animala in 
the 
United 
SUtea. It waa the first of its kind ever 
«Bdertaken, and the Information produced 
la revMllBff. It shows 
what 
advancing 
ctrilliatlon and man’a desire to kill have 
done for the once numeroua animals that 
inhabited the forests of the New World. It 
alao ahowa what protfKstlon and conserva* 
tlon may be able to do for the few wild 
animals that remain untouched. 


The InlUal inventory waa an uncharted 
task. Those who made it do not lay claim 
to correctness in every detoil, but by ac­ 
tual eount and the use of estimates based 
on clQse obserratloD where actual counts 
eould not be made, the country la given 
ft ffeir pictura of 
iU 
bif-game 
aupply. 
Moreover, it draws attention to the need 
of protection and preservation 
of 
these 
animala if thalr kind is to remain a part 
of American life. In the few remaining 
species found when the white man came 
the Nation clings to a picture 
ot early 
beginning. 


Wbtn MtUers came to tha Naw World, 
thera was not even an eatimata 
of 
the 
number ot big-game animala. Indeed the 
foraaU were filled with the buffalo, bear, 
caribou, moose, deer, 
and 
wild 
sheep. 
When clvllliation started in what is now 
the United States, these 
baaata 
of 
the 
wilderness began to disappear. 
Through 
the years their number 
has 
diminished, 
even to the extent that many ot the species 
once plentiful are extinct or naar extinct. 
Only by the farsightadneaa ot 
wise con> 
servationists did tha country begin a few 
years ago to preserve, and to increase if 
possible, tha remaining few of these anl> 
mals. This waa one of the reaaona for this 
unusual Inventory, and for that reason It 
is to become an annual undertoklng. 


The big-game animals enum erated 
In­ 
clude the three major species of deer, and 
the elk. antelope, bison, moose, mountain 
goat, 
two groupa of bighorn aheep, the 
peccary or javelina, black 
and 
griiiley 
beara, 
caribou, 
aad the European wild 
boar. The enumeratora conaidered it ad­ 
visable to restrict their count 
of 
these 
animals to those in open range or semi- 
confinement. The inventory did 
not 
in­ 
clude zoological parks 
or 
semi-outdoor 
herds used for public purposes. 


In round numbers there are 
aome 
S,- 
000,000 big-game animals in continental 
United States. The white-tailed deer headn 
the list to the number of 3,181.675 and is 
found In forty-three States. Michigan 
as 
the 
highest number— 874,716— followed 
by Pennsylvania’a 793,000. 
Oregon foota 
the list w'ith 100. The mule-deer number 
1,271,196, and are confined to only 
fif­ 
teen States, California leading with 304,- 
846. The Columbian black-tailed deer has 
baen reduced to 231,90S and la confined 
to the States of California, Oregon, 
and 
Washington. 


The moose—largest of the deer family 
— ^may be found in only eeven States, 
all 
West and Mid-west, 
except 
one— New 
Hampshire. 
Only 13,846 of these beasts 
are left that once roamed in large herds 
throughout the United States. 


Conservation measures have played 
an 
important part in the preservation of big- 
game species. For example less than twen­ 
ty years ago leading conservationists pre­ 
dicted thst the 
prong-horned 
antelope 
would join the llet of extinct native mam­ 
mals. Due to protective measures, 
how­ 
ever, the antelope haa well passed 
ihle 
danger. The American bison is no longer 
referred to as "gone wMtb the buffalo.” in 
many public parks and 
reser\'atlons, 
as 
well as on private lands In 
the 
United 
States -and Canada, buffalo herds are kopt 
to preserve 
this 
representative 
North 
American animal. It Is true that In com­ 
parison with the hundreds 
which 
once 
roamed the plains and prairies, 
only 
a 
small number still exist. 


While some big-game species have re­ 
sponded to protective measures, a serious 
situation Btlll exists in regard to others, 
especially the bighorn sheep, grizzly bear, 
moose, and caribou in continental United 
States. This serious 
situation, 
however, 
aeems remedial, and no doubt an annual 
count of the big-game animals 
of 
the 
country will aid materially.

They seem scarcely 
akin at all, and not as a development one 
from the other, the NC dumpy and a mass 
of strut-wlres. the Clipper clean-lined and 
smooth. 


W ith this evidence before us of 
what 
the past 20 years have done, 
who

next 20? We shall fly to Europe as easily 
as we now fly to New York or Chicago. 


But will there be a comparable prog­ 
ress In the uses to which these magnificent 
ocean-birds will be put? The same Intelli­ 
gence that built the ships must provide 
the answer.

000 while the whole state of Illinois was 
inereaslng only 200,000. 


All this Is simply a visible evidence of 
the great forward strides that are 
being 
made In the more 
progressive countries 
of South America, destined to 
be 
great 
empires within this century.

The lugubrious blues who can foresee 
for Iron Mountain only a downhill futuro 
should take note nf the observations made 
this week by two business men who are not 
given to loose talking. 


Speaking before the tourist information 
class, 
Mr. Abbot Fox, of the von Platon 
Foi company, revealed that Iron Mountain 
is the largest producer of hardwood lum ­ 
ber in the world and the largest producer 
of lumber of all kinds east of tho MIshIs- 
Hippi river In the United Stato.s, That in 
itself would moan comoaratlvely little 
if 
the supply of timber from which this lum ­ 
ber is obtained were rapidly approaching 
the vanishing point. 


But Mr. Fox, whose company has been 
one of the biggest logging oporutors In the 
upper peninsula for a number of 
years, 
contends that eventually there 
will 
be 
more hardwood than there is now and that 
because of diminishing demand the stago 
will be reached where growth of timber 
will balance consumption. Thus Is guaran­ 
teed continuity of the logging and lum ber­ 
ing business in the peninsula and tho as­ 
surance is doubly welcome at a time when 
the public has long been led to believe the 
Industry was on its last legs and in a few 
years w'ould be just another saga iu the 
history of this interesting region. 


Remarks made by Mr. Russell Bath be­ 
fore the merchants' association are 
even 
more optimistic, but discounting for over- 
enthusiasm there is enough of solid sub­ 
stance in thorn to convince that Iron Moun­ 
tain is far from through. Vast undeveloped 
resources in hydro-electric power and low 
grade ores are, he asserts, bound to be tak­ 
en advantage of by industry and the day 
will come when this district will be one of 
ihe outstanding producers of water power 
in the country. He points to recent 
busi­ 
ness investments iu the community as evi­ 
dence of a faith that is. unfortunately, ®jt- 
hibited by too few. 


Iron Mountain became accustomed 
to 
cakt with heavy frosting. Then something 
knocked off the frosting, as it did iu many 
other communiiies, and since 
there 
has 
been a certain amount of disgrunilernent 
and altogether too much pessimism over 
what the years ahead have iu store.

World Affairs 
Reviewed

Washington, D. C.— The German 
and 
Uumanian Governments recently conclud­ 
ed an economic agreement, which In con­ 
cept and aims Is unique in the economic 
relations between two countries. In 
es­ 
sence, the agreement provides for close 
collaboration between the two countries to 
develop the principal natural resources of 
the one country— Rumania— to meet 
the 
import needs aftd desires of 
the 
other 
country— Germany. The agreement is 
to 
remain in effect until March 
31, 
1944. 
and will be automatically prolonged 
un- 
lc.ss notice of termination is given by one 
of the parties one year before expiration. 


Under the agreement, Germany propos­ 
es to take practically all the 
Rumanian 
agricultural surpluses 
at 
fixed 
prices. 
German imports from Rumania are to be 
financed, however, by German exports 
to 
that country of agricultural 
machinery, 
armaments, and railway 
and 
industrial 
equipment. Rumania’s 
greatest 
agricul­ 
tural potentialities He in expanding 
the 
production of foodstuffs for 
export 
to 
Germany, either as food or in the form of 
livestock and meat products. Unlike form­ 
er Austria and Czechoslovakia, Bumanla is 
htrlctly an agricultural exporting country 
and therefore complements the 
economy 
of present Germany. 


The German Government regards 
the 
agreement as ono of the most important 
yet concluded by the Hitler regime and, 
in particular, as a long step toward fun­ 
damental Improvement of Its food 
and 
raw-material 
problems. 
The agreement 
provides, however that a bilaterally bal­ 
anced trade shall continue to 
be 
main­ 
tained betw'een the two countries and that 
undertakings under the pact shall take 
into consideration the requirements 
and 
interests of Rumania in trade with other 
countries. These are 
important 
reserva­ 
tions, which, if maintained, will tend 
to 
check the pace of a development that has 
potentialities for exclusive arrangements. 


The plan especially stresses the aim to 
expand and diversify Rumanian 
agricul­ 
tural production. Scarcely less emphasis Is 
devoted, however, to industrial and com­ 
mercial undertakings, where, in certain 
fields, mixed 
German - Rumanian 
com­ 
panies are to be formed, with special faci­ 
lities and official support to carry on new 
enterprises. This is an Innovation that has 
caused wide comment and will be watched 
with interest. 


The machinery for execution and super­ 
vision of the agreement is to consist of the 
Inter-governmcntal committees established 
by the 
German-Rumanlan 
trade agree­ 
ment of March 23, 1936. The Initiative in 
new undertakings is apparently to be en­ 
trusted mainly to certain economic organ­ 
izations and to private firms whose proj­ 
ects and plans will require tho approval of 
the government committees, upon the re­ 
ceipt of which the necessary approval 
of 
the Rumanian Government is to be grant­ 
ed. 


Capital and other financial obligations 
arising under the plan are to be governed 
by the terms of tho existing German-Ru- 
manian payment agreoment, though it is 
understood that the governmental commit­ 
tees will have some authority to prescribe 
tho extent to 
which 
certain 
payments 
shall be In the form of capital goods—ob­ 
viously Gorman payments to Rumania.

The stop is clearly ono of great signifi­ 
cance, not only for Germany and Rumania, 
but also for tho world at large. For 
the 
Immediate future, the political 
implica­ 
tions entirely overshadow the 
economic, 
hi nee it seems obvious that large-scale re­ 
turns in the sense desired and aimed at 
by Germany cannot bo achieved overnight. 


Years will be required to reorient and 
build up Rumanian 
production 
to 
the 
point whero it can bring relief to 
Ger­ 
many's pressing need for raw 
materials. 
Yet tho fact remains that the 
resources 
and 
economics 
of 
the 
two 
countries 
are complementary to a high degree. 


A cursory oNamination 
of 
Rumanian 
potentialities shows that Rumania Is by 
no means tho answiT to alT of Germany’s 
nutritional 
and 
raw-material 
problems, 
«•ven allowing for a very substantial rise 
in the level of production. Yet the coun­ 
try does have certain important possibili­ 
ties of increased production; and in 
the 
agricultural field whore the United States 
would be most affected, it is entirely w’lth- 
in the realm of practicability 
to 
expand 
the output of certain products 
to 
meet 
nearly all. and in some instances all, 
of 
Germany's Import neeils. 


The consensus Is that the agreement will 
require considerably more than 
a 
five- 
year period to bring large returns In the 
sense desired by Germany. Moreover, since 
it provides for eon.si(leratlon of Rumania’s 
requirements for exports to other 
coun­ 
tries and Is based upon the principle 
of 
bilateral balancing, it is obvious that 
in­ 
creased exports to Germany 
under 
the 
agreement will depend not only upon 
the 
ability to Increase Uuinunian 
production 
but also upon Rumania’s ability to 
ab­ 
sorb a correspondingly larger quantity of 
German Industrial goods in payment there­ 
of.

Tbo outcome ot those 
elections 
may 
bavo a lot to do with the vital question of 
who carries New York in 1940. If Roose­ 
velt can control Tammany, the chances for 
a Now 
Deal 
candidate 
obviously 
are 
stronger. And now, for the first time 
in 
recent years, the Tammany tiger, its fur 
mauled by Tom Dewey, ia ready to come 
completely into the New Deal camp. 


The row over who will head Tammany, 
however, ia not going to be within Tam­ 
many. It is docile enough to 
accept 
al­ 
most anyone the Administration 
wants. 
The row Is going to be within the Admin­ 
istration itself. 


Jim Farley, with his own eye glued on 
1940, wants one of his own trusted lieu­ 
tenants in this key place and haa been ae- 
cretly puahing Congressman 
Joe 
Gava- 
gan. Roosevelt, on the other hand, leana 
toward Jim Fay, one-legged war veteran 
who unaeated that famous New Deal-hat- 
er. John O'Connor, in the bitter purge of 
1938. 


Popular and liberal. Fay would revolu­ 
tionise Tammany’s murky leadership. But 
he ia firat, laat and 
always 
Roosevelt’s 
man, not Jim Farley’s. So differences over 
the two candidates may develop the first 
political row between the President and 
hia chief political strategist. It might even 
force a showdown on Jim’s own political 
ambition. 


Note— Possible 
compromise candidates 
are Jack Kelly, once political lieutenant 
of Hlnea, and Eddie Loughlln, secretary 
to Judge Ferdinand Pecora, who 
bolted 
Tammany last year to manage Fay’s cam­ 
paign.

First Big Game Census 
r p H E most recent inventory by the Ped- 
A eral Government in cooperation 
with 
State Governments is a count of the n u m ­ 
ber of big-game animals In 
the 
United 
States. It was the first of its kind ever 
undertaken, and the Information produced 
is revealing. It 
shows 
what 
advancing 
civilisation and m a n ’s desire to kill have 
done for the once num erous animals that 
inhabited the forests of the New World. It 
also shows what protection and conserva­ 
tion may be able to do for the few wild 
anim als that remain untouched. 
The Initial Inventory was an uncharted 
task. Those who made it do not lay claim 
to correctness In every detail, but by ac­ 
tual count and the use of estim ates based 
on clpse observation where actual counts 
could not be made, the country is given 
a fair picture of 
its 
big-game 
supply. 
Moreover, it draws attention to the need 
of protection and preservation 
of 
these 
anim als lf their kind is to remain a part 
o f American life. In 
the 
few 
remaining 
species found when the white man came 
the Nation clings to a picture 
of 
early 
beginning. 
When settlers came to the New W orld, 
there was not even sn estim ate 
of 
the 
number of big-game anim als. Indeed the 
forests were filled with the buffalo, bear 
caribou, moose, deer, 
and 
wild 
sheep 
When civilization started in what Is now 
the United States, these 
beasts 
of 
the 
wilderness began to disappear. 
Through 
the years their number 
has 
diminished, 
even to the extent that m any of the species 
once plentiful are extinct or near extinct. 
Only by the farsightedness of 
wise 
con­ 
servationists did the country begin a 
few' 
years ago to preserve, and to increase lf 
possible, the rem aining few of these ani 
mals. This was one of the reasons for this 
unusual inventory, and for that reason it 
is to become an annual undertaking. 
The big-game animals enumerated 
in­ 
clude the three major species of deer, and 
the elk, antelope, bison, moose, mountain 
goat, 
two 
groups o f bighorn sheep, the 
peccary or javelins, black 
and 
grlzstey 
bears, 
caribou, 
and the European wild 
boar. The enum erators considered it ad­ 
visable to restrict their count 
of 
these 
snim als to those in open range or semi- 
confinement. The inventory did 
not 
in­ 
clude zoological parks 
or 
semi-outdoor 
herds used for public purposes. 
In round numbers there are 
some 
5.- 
000.000 big-game animals In continental 
United States. The white-tailed deer heads 
the list to the num ber of 3.181.6 75 and is 
found in forty-three States. Michigan 
as 
the 
highest n u m b e r — 874,716 
followed 
by Pennsylvania’s 79 3,000. 
Oregon foots 
the list with IOO. The mule-deer number 
1,271,196, and are confined to only 
fif­ 
teen States, California leading with 304.- 
345. The Columbian black-tailed deer has 
been reduced to 231,905 and is confined 
to the States of California, Oregon, 
sud 
Washington. 
The moose— largest of the deer family 
-— m ay be found In only seven States, 
si! 
West 
and 
Mid-west, 
except 
one— New 
Hampshire. 
Only 13,346 of these beasts 
are left that once roamed In large herds 
throughout the United States. 
Conservation measures have played 
an 
Important part In the preservation of big- 
game species. For example less than twen­ 
ty years ago leading conservationists pre­ 
dicted that the 
prong horned 
antelope 
would join the list of extinct native main 
tnals. Due to protective measures, 
how 
ever, the antelope has well passed 
this 
danger. The American biaon is no longer 
referred to as ’’gone with the buffalo.” In 
many public parks and 
reservations, 
us 
well ae on private lands In 
the 
Untied 
States a.nd Canaut, buffalo herds are kept 
to preserve 
this 
representative 
North 
American animal. It is true thai In com­ 
parison with the hundreds 
which 
once 
roamed the plains and prairies, 
only 
a 
small number still exist. 
While some big-game species have r e ­ 
sponded to protective measures, a serious 
situation still exists in regard to others, 
especially the bighorn sheep, grizzly bear, 
moose, and caribou in continental United 
States. This serious 
situation, 
however, 
seems remedial, and no doubt an annual 
count of the big-game animals 
of 
the 
country will aid materially.

Washington, D. C.— The German 
and 
Rumanian Governments recently conclud­ 
ed an economic agreement, which in con­ 
cept and Rims is unique in the economic 
relations between two countries. In 
es­ 
sence, the agreem ent provides for close 
collaboration between the two countries to 
develop the principal natural resources of 
the one country— R u m an ia— to meet 
the 
import needs artd desires of 
the 
other 
country— Germany. The agreement Is 
to 
remain in effect until March 
31, 
194 4, 
and will be automatically prolonged 
u n ­ 
less notice of termination is given by one 
of the parties one year before expiration. 
Under the agreement, Germany propos­ 
es to take practically all the 
Rumanian 
agricultural surpluses 
at 
fixed 
prices. 
German imports from R um ania are to be 
financed, howrever, by German exports 
to 
that country of agricultural 
machinery, 
arm aments, and railway 
and 
industrial 
equipment. R u m a n ia ’s 
greatest 
agricul­ 
tural potentialities lie in expanding 
the 
production of foodstuffs for 
export 
to 
Germany, either ag food or in the form of 
livestock and meat products. Unlike form ­ 
er Austria and Czechoslovakia, Rum ania is 
strictly an agricultural exporting country 
and therefore complements the 
economy 
of present Germany. 
The German Government regards 
the 
agreement as one of the most important 
yet concluded by the Hitler regime and, 
in particular, as a long step toward fun­ 
damental Improvement of its food 
and 
raw-material 
problems. 
The 
agreement 
provides, however that a bilaterally bal­ 
anced trade shall continue to 
be 
main­ 
tained between the two countries and that 
undertakings under the pact shall take 
into consideration the requirements 
and 
interests of Rum ania in trade wit Ii other 
countries. These are 
Important 
reserva­ 
tions, which, if maintained, will tend 
to 
check the pace of a development that has 
potentialities for exclusive arrangements. 
The plan especially stresses the aim to 
expand and diversify Rumanian 
agricul­ 
tural production. Scarcely less emphasis is 
devoted, however, to industrial and com­ 
mercial undertakings, where, in certain 
fields, mixed 
German - Rumanian 
com­ 
panies are to he formed, with special faci­ 
lities and official support to carry on new 
enterprises. This is an innovation that has 
cuused wide comment and will be watched 
with interest. 
The machinery for execution and super­ 
vision of (he agreement is to consist of the 
inter-governmental committees established 
by the 
German-Rumanian 
trade 
agree­ 
ment of March 2 3, 19 35. The initiative In 
new undertakings is apparently to be en ­ 
trusted mainly to certain economic organ­ 
izations and to private firms whose proj­ 
ects and plans will require the approval of 
the government committees, upon the re­ 
ceipt of which the necessary approval 
of 
the Rumanian Government is to he g ra n t­ 
ed. 
Capital and other financial obligations 
arising under th*' plan are to be governed 
by the terms of the existing German-Ru- 
manlan payment agreement, though it Is 
understood that the governmental com mit­ 
tees will have some authority to prescribe 
the extent to 
which 
certain 
payments 
shall be in the form of capital g o o d s—ob 
viously German payments to Rumania.

The step is clearly one of great signifi­ 
cance. not only for Germany and Rumania, 
hut also for the world at large. For 
the 
immediate future, the political 
implica

by Germany cannot he achieved overnight. 
Years will be required to reorient and

The consensus is that the agreement will

W ashington — Inside reason for Con­ 
gressm an Christy Sullivan’s rare 
W hite 
H ouse visit the other day was to 
discuss 
his successor as boss of Tammany.

of 
the wigwam, didn’t want the job in the 
first place, and plans to hold organization 
elections within the next few days. 
The outcome of those

stronger. And now, for the first time

com pletely into the N ew Deal camp. 
The row over who w ill head Tammany, 
however, is not going to be within Tam­ 
many. It is docile enough to 
accept 
al­ 
m ost anyone the Adm inistration 
wants. 
The row is going to be within the Admin­ 
istration itself. 
Jim Farley, with his own eye glued on 
1940, wants one of his own trusted lieu­ 
tenants in this key place and has been se­ 
cretly pushing Congressman 
Joe 
Gava- 
gan. Roosevelt, on the other hand, leans 
toward Jim Fay, one-legged war veteran 
who unseated that fam ous New Deal-hat- 
er, John O’Connor, in the bitter purge of 
1938. 
Popular and liberal, Fay would revolu­ 
tionize Tammany’s murky leadership. But 
he is first, last and 
always 
R oosevelt’s 
man, not Jim F arley’s. So differences over 
the two candidates may develop the first 
political row between the President and 
his chief political strategist. It might even 
force a showdown on Jim ’s own political 
ambition.

com prom ise candidates 
tire Jack Kelly, once political lieutenant

Ltnsing—The Michigan state 
legislature is now entering into 
the closing days of the regular 
session—five months of activity- 


The past few weeks have been, 
In the opinion of Representative 
Elton R. Eaton of Wayne county, 
editor 
and 
publisher 
of 
the 
Plymouth Mail, a “gala season for 
greedy, selfish, grasping Interests 
and special pressure groups’*. 


Serving his second term In the 
legislature and experienced in 
state affairs as secretary to Gov­ 
ernor Qroesbeck, Representative 
Eaton Is convinced that legisla­ 
tion in Michigan Is largely the re­ 
sult of “pressure groups” who go 
out selfishly to make sure their 
own interests are cared for, us­ 
ually at the expense of the public. 


While all bills sponsored by 
these well-organized blocs are not 
passed, 
“unfortunately 
a very 
large percent of them are,” com­ 
ments Mr. Eaton, who adds, “and 
that’s why the poor overburdened 
farmer and working man com­ 
plain so much about taxes and the 
cost of things they have to buy 
and the services they have to 
have.” In an illuminating analy­ 
sis of legislation by pressure 
groups, the Plymouth editor gives 
the following picture of how and

Hickory 
Corners, has announced that he is 
going to be a candidate for the 
state legislature in the forthcom­ 
ing primary. 


Immediately 
John 
Hirman 
Promiser will get a letter from 
Lansing, Detroit or some other 
city in Michigan in which he is 
advised that the announcement of 
his candidacy for the state legis­ 
lature has been read with inter­ 
est. 


“We are greatly interested in 
your campaign. We plan to have 
before the coming session of the 
state legislature a bill which will 
be of wonderful benefit to the 
voters of your district and the 
people of Michigan. 
We would 
like to know how you stand on it. 
and If you can give us your sup­ 
port, we will be glad to see to It 
that all of our members in your 
district will vote for you,” most 
of these letters read. 


which will be referred the bill 
they specially desire passed. 


Chairman Wined, Dined 


If not successful in having their 
selecUon made, then the “execu­ 
tive secretary” begins an immedi- 
ale cultivation of the good will of 
the chairman who has been ap­ 
pointed. 
They 
know 
that the 
chairman of a committee has a 
whole lot to do with getting their 
pet bill under motion, as well as 
getting it passed through the 
legislature. 


That’s why the chairman of a 
committee, If he is willing to stul­ 
tify himself, Is wined and dined 
at the City club in Lansing, or in 
the best hotel dining rooms in the 
city at the expense of the legisla­ 
tive 
fixer. 
That’s why certain 
types 
of 
lobbyists 
“lovingly” 
swing an arm around the shoul­ 
ders of a committee 
chairman 
and smilingly whisper in his ear 
so those who happen to be near 
might not hear What Is said. 
How Laws Are Made 


There is a legislative rule that 
lobbyists cannot be on the floor 
of the house during a session. 
They are compelled to remain in 
the gallery or loaf in the cloak 
rooms during the sessions. 


A while back there was a bill 
pending In the house of represen­ 
tatives. 
The chairman 
of 
the 
committee that had reported out 
the bill Just previous to a dis­ 
cussion of the measure looked to 
the gallery to get the eye of his 
lobbyist-friend. 
For a minute 
couldn’t locate him. 
But It was 
only for a moment, as the “exe­ 
cutive secretary” soon showed up, 
and 
following 
an exchange of 
smiles, the “chairman” did his 
stuff.

The system being as It Is and 
legislators 
being 
only 
human 
after all, many bills receive offi­ 
cial sanction much In proportion 
to the “biuld up” that can be af­ 
fected by the sponsoring group 
always In the name of the public 
whose 
welfare 
is so zealously 
espoused. 


It has become government by 
pressure, not only at Lansing, but 
at Washington. 


It is the force that motivates, 
to a large 
extent . the 
recent 
trend towards more centralized 
authority by government—more 
bureaus 
and 
commissions—and 
the inevitable price of all this, 
larger payrolls to be supported by 
taxes and fees.

“Voters Await Answer** 


During the last primary cam­ 
paign, the writer received twelve 
letters of this type from various 
pressure groups sponsoring, in 
nearly every case, miserable, self­ 
ish 
legislation. 
Of the twelve 
letters received there were possi­ 
bly two or three that were rela­ 
tive to proposed measures worthy 
of real consideration. 


If the candidate does not reply 
to the first letter, he generally re­ 
ceives another one in a few days, 
telling him that no reply has been 
received and “the voters of your 
district are anxious to know how 
you stand on these questions.” 


Some 
candidates, 
especially 
those who are new to the legisla­ 
tive field, “fall” for these letters 
and become pledged to a legisla­ 
tive 
bill 
before they are even 
nominated or elected to the legis­ 
lature. 


These “executive secretaries” 
keep a careful card index on each 
candidate and what he says as to 
how he will vote on some certain 
bill if that measure gets before 
the legislature. 


Ommt Votca In Advance 


As a result of this system when 
the 
legislature 
convenes, these 
preMure groups generally know 
Just eiactly how many votes they 
have in the legislature for the 
bills they are interested in. Mem­ 
bers of the legislature who have 
had the courage to do as they 
should and refuse to promise this 
or that before they know what it 
Is all about, are immediately sub­ 
jected to pressure from the so- 
called “executive secretary“. 


The “executive secretary” is a 
polite 
title 
for 
most of these 
slick, imooih-working lohbylsts 
‘who are out to get the thing for 
which they are paid, irrespective 
of what bMiefits might be gained 
for all the people of the state. In 
all ittstice, however, it should be 
said thftt there are some so-called 
lobhyiitf who provide valuable in- 
formatioD to members of the leg­ 
islature and who do not retort to 
quetUoaable practleet in having 
paiMd M7 hill th«r might b« in- 
tertitod IB.

Attorney George Carr held jus­ 
tice court in the one-room farm­ 
house of Mrs, Mary Barr, 7 2, at 
Bark River yesterday afternoon as 
Joe Howaniec, Bark River farm­ 
hand, appeared for 
hearing

charges of attacking 
the 
aged 
widow at the farmhouse where she 
lived alone on the night of Sun­ 
day, May 7. 


Howaniec was bound over to 
circuit court, with bond set at 
$2,000, and was placed in the cus­ 
tody of Sheriff William E. Miron 
when he was unable to produce 
bond. 


The hearing was held at Bark 
River because of the condition of 
Mrs. Barr, who testified that she 
has l>een sutTering from a back 
injury and many bruises since the 
: night of the attack. 


Dr. Nathan J. Frenn of Bark 
I River was the iirst witness to tes­ 
tify at the hearing, and described 
Mrs. Barr’s injuries in detail. He 
told Prosecuting Attorney William 
J. Miller, who conducted the ex­ 
amination, that he had been called 
to the Barr home on May 8 and j 
again on May 11, to examine Mrs. 
Barr and treat her injuries. 


He said the aged widow was 
lying on the bed, doubled up and 
moaning, when he made his first 
call, and that he had treated her 
for contusions on the upper arms, 
shoulders, back, right hip, and left 
hand, and a possible fractured rib. 


Toll» of Aasiiult 


The aged widow was next called 
to testify, and told of the assault 
through an interpreter. Mrs. Ern­ 
est Kleiman, of Bark River. 


She told how she had gone to 
bed at about 9 o’clock, after lock­ 
ing the door of 
her 
one-room 
farmhouse, and said that her as­ 
sailant had come to the house at 
about 10 o'clock. 


“At first I thought It was my 
nephew, Andy,” she said, “and I 
told him to wait while I got up 
and opened the door. 


"When I got out to the shed, 
he smashed the

and 
grabbed me by the 
waist 
and 
forced me back into the house,” 
she testified. 
She told how her 
assailant had pounded her with 
his fists and twisted her arms be-, 
hind her back. 


"The only words he said were, 
‘Shut up, shut up,’ ” she declared, 
“and he put his hand over my 
mouth when 1 tried to call for 
help.”

‘‘I could recognize his voice,” 
Mrs. Barr testified. 
“The sheriff 
brought Joe to 
my 
brother-in- 
law’s house, and made him say 
'Shut up, shut up,’ and when he 
said it 1 knew that he was the one 
who was hore that night.” 


Sheriff Miron was called to tes­ 
tify and told how a chain of clr- 
cumstancial evidence had been 
built up linking Howauiec with 
the crime. 


A pocket comb, found in the 
widow’s bed after the attack, was 
introduced as evidence and Sheriff 
Miron testified that Howaniec had 
admitted to him that he was the 
owner of the comb. 


The sheriff told 
how 
blood­ 
hounds had been brought to the 
one-room farmhouse after the at­ 
tack, and had been given the scent 
near the door of the house. 


“They circled the house once, 
and then startfAl along a trail out 
to the road and across the river 
to 
(he 
farm 
where 
Howaniec 
worked.” he testified. 
“When we 
got there, they went to a corncrlb 
where J o e slept and sat down out­ 
side the door.”

Waitresses and Domestic 
Help Needed By

Detroit.—-A reflection of the in­ 
tensive drive 
by 
the 
Michigan 
State Employment service to place 
workers in gainful 
employment 
was noted yesterday in figures on 
job placements made during the 
week ending May 13. 


“Private placements are main­ 
taining a steady pace,” said Harry 
A. 
McDonald, 
chairman of the 
Michigan Unemployment Compen­ 
sation commission, of which the 
state employment service is a divi­ 
sion. 


“Dtiring the week ending May 
13. 1939 a total of 3.028 
jobs 
were found by the State Employ­ 
ment service. Placements increas­ 


ed 89.3 per cent during the week, 
over the corresponding 
weekly 
period in 1938.” 


The total of Jobs found by the 
State Employment service during 
the first four months of 1939 is 
now 30,870 with 21,310 of these 
in private industry and 9,560 pub­ 
lic jobs, which include PWA. 


The active file, 
listing those 
persons 
actively seeking work 
through the 55 offices of the ser­ 
vice dropped to 365,530 at the 
end of the week. New applications 
for work declined 13.4 per cent in 
the same week, totalling 3,429. 


The Escanaba office of the Mich­ 
igan State Employment service is 
open throughout the week in or­ 
der that they might serve the em­ 
ployers and

pet bill under motion, as well as 
getting 
it 
passed 
through 
the 
legislature. 
T hat’s why the chairman of a 
committee, if he is willing to stul­ 
tify himself, is wined and dined 
at the City club in Lansing, or in 
the best hotel dining rooms in the 
city at the expense of the legisla­ 
tive 
fixer. 
That’s why certain 
types 
of 
lobbyists 
“ lovingly” 
swing an arm around the shoul­ 
ders of a committee 
chairman 
and smilingly whisper in his ear 
so those who happen to be near 
might not hear what is said. 
How Laws Are Made 
There is a legislative rule that 
lobbyists cannot be on the floor 
of the house during a session. 
They are compelled to remain in 
the gallery or loaf in the cloak 
rooms during the sessions.

Washington—There are 
prob­ 
ably more attractive and 
lonely 
young women in Washington than 
In any city of its size 
in 
the 
world. 


They are the clerks, stenog­

la.— Converting 
an abandoned boarding school, in 
the heart of the tall corn coun- 
rty, Into what they call a “hos­ 
tel,” 50 Quakers of this commun­ 
ity are opening a new U. S. hav­ 
en for 
refugees 
from 
greater 
Germany. 


The Quakers, with a long-stand­ 
ing tradition against 
war 
and 
violence, are testing 
a 
theory 
w'hich they hope to put into ac­ 
tion on a nationwide scale: that 
refugees can become useful Amer­ 
ican citizens, if given a chance 
to leave crowded population cen­ 
ters and orientate themselves to 
real American life. 


Scattergood school is living up 
to its name again. 
Reconditioned, 
surrounded by a 12-acre farm, it 
is the first of 15 
such 
hostels 
which the American Friends So­ 
cicty. through the refugee divi­ 
sion of its International service 
committee, hopes to establish in 
separated rural sections of 
tho 
United States. 


Professors and students from 
the University of Iowa, only 
15 
miles from here, have voluntcorod 
to take charge of lecture courses 
at the school. 
Several Quakers 
will live at the hostel to direct 
africultural work and supervise 
a recreation program. 


The refugees will be taught tho 
English language, American his­ 
tory, civics, economics, sociology. 
They will be taken to any church 
they desire—and are welconu* to 
attend Quaker services, if thoy to 
choose. 


They will be encouraged to re­ 
sume the trade they followod in 
their homeland, then attempt 
to 
secure this kind of work In somo 
community which has a noed for 
them. 


No children or aged 
persons 
will be admitted until tho pro­ 
gram is operating smoothly 
For 
the first few months, all inhabi­ 
tants will be young, educated, un­ 
married persons. 
with 
dofinlto 
talents for a cerlaitj proffssion.

I’loni al)out ITuO on they closely 
re.sembled t he collies of today al- 
iliou^h strictly Kpeuking tho mod­ 
ern tollu' d a l e s fioin about l.^^SO. 


in Scotland they still use dogs 
of the typi* to guard thi*ir flocks. 
Collu‘8 are om» of tho most prac­ 
tical breeds around a farm 
and 
(lisj)lay a 
keen 
intelligence 
in 
helping with the farm duties. Col­ 
lies are still classed us among the 
wt)rking breeds in this 
country 
but beciiuHt* of their fine appear- 
unci* hav»* bi come looked upon as 
nior*' of a show type. 
They can 
do the work when trained to it 
though and have no superior for 
intelligeni acUau and initiative. 
Many farms 
have 
dogs 
which 
while not pure-bred collies havo a 
definite collie relationship. 


Dogs should stand about twen­ 
ty-four inches high at the shoul­ 
der 
and 
weigh 
around 
sixty 
I'ounds. 
The 
females 
should 
fctand about 
iwenty'two 
inches 
and weigh fifty 
pounds. 
Color 
does not meun a great deal with 
tollies. 
Predominant colors are

Hocause of their long hair and 
size collies are best Huitod 
for 
country or suburban homes but if 
givt'u the proper cure and exer­

Collies havo developed a guard­ 
ing instinct and make 
excellent 
watchdogs for that reason. They 
watch ov(M- children well and take 
on a rt'sponsibility for their care.

Collies are easily trained and 
there is no basis for the belief

reci Sit shows have been less weedy 
in appearance. 
Collie 
breeders 
have apparently been wise enough 
to realize that some strains were

types which are not desirable. 


Because the collies have long 
coats they should spend much of 
their time outdoors and should he 
frequently 
groomed. 
Careful 
brushing and combing will keep 
up their appearance but it should 
be done almost daily.

FUNDSOPPOSED 


License Revenue Needed

John Saul voicing protest agaimst 
the diversion of hunting and fisH-

conservation work are raised by 
means of license fees for hunting

cause they cannot stand by to see

Milwaukee, Wls.— Americanism 
is forging far ahead of 
Nazism 
among the great mass of Germans 
in Milwaukee, a city which only 
seven months ago was listed as 
the stronghold of the 
German- 
American Volksbund. 


Today 
the bund has lost its 
widely-publiciied summer camp 
here, control of a "German radio 
hour" has passed into hands of 
the opposition, 
its 
membership 
has been cut In half. 


Five years ago Bernhard Hof­ 
mann, leader of the city’s anti­ 
bund movement, and George Fro- 
boese, “der fuehrer” of Milwau­ 
kee’s bund and midwest leader 
of the national bund, were close 
friends. 
Now this companionship 
has turned into hate. 


Last fall, a witness before the 
Dies committee labeled Milwau­ 
kee as a bund hotbed. Now that 
statement would be'untrue— and 
behind the transition is a drama­ 
tic story, 
BUND BEGAN 
IN 119»4 


The bund started in Milwaukee 
in 1934 as the Friends 
of 
the 
New Germany. It held Its meet­ 
ings in taverns. 
There were re­ 
ports that its members wore Nazi 
uniforms, exchanged Nazi salutes, 
and drilled under the swastika. 


Froboese, a design engineer in 
one of the city’s industrial plants, 
made a trip to Germany, returned 
full of enthusiasm for the Hitler 
Reich, became a leader. Hofmann, 
his friend, was not interested; he 
was busy trying to weld the many 
s c a t t e r e d 
German-American 
groups into a central organization 
to be known as the 
Wisconsin 
Federation of German-American 
societies. 


In 1936, the upstart pro-Nazi 
group tried to gain control of the 
new Wisconsin Federation and 
one of its strongest units, the dig­ 
nified Steuben society. Both at­ 
tempts were unsuccessful. 


The 
next year newspapermen 
revealed an Inside view into Camp 
Hindenburg. a wooded spot along 
the Milwaukee river, 
tO 
miles 
north of the city. They told how 
the 
Nasi 
salute was being ex­ 
changed. how youths marched to 
German commands and flags of 
the Hitler youth flew 
over the 
camp. 


The bund held its first publie 
meeting at the city 
auditorium 
in 1938. 
Two hundred men at­ 
tended in natty gray uniforms. A 
number of them stood around the 
room with arms folded and hands 
gloved-the “order guards.’* When 
unti-bundsmen started a demon­ 
stration. the “order guards'* were 
on them before police arrived and 
several of the anti-bundsmen were 
injured.

There were two more meetings 
like this in 1938 — one held by 
the bund, and one by the German- 
Amerfcan Citizens Alliaiv^e, a new 
organization 
which 
represented 
itself aa a central group for or­ 
ganizations opposed to Hofmann’s 
Wisconsin Federation. 
Froboese 
directed 
activities 
a t 
alliance 
meetings. 


Early this year, the Federation 
of German - American 
societies, 
now consisting 
of 
68 
member 
units, re-elected officers. Hofmann 
was named president for the sixth 
time. The bund, still riding high, 
ran a picture of the new officers 
In Der Weokruf, its weekly paper, 
under this caption — “The 
Red 
Front.** 


This was the last straw. 
FIrsti the Federation took over 
the bund’s radio program. 
Bert 
Weisflog. president of the opposi­ 
tion alliance who had been oper­ 
ating the program, was notified 
that he was through. The station 
manager said that there had been 
complaints 
that 
Weisflog 
was 
linked with the Nazis. 


Weisflog started a slander suit 
against the radio station manager, 
then mysteriously dropped it. He 
did not return to the program.

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Milwaukee Germans Counter Nazi Bund With Americanism

Milwaukee, Wis.— Americanism 
is forging far ahead of 
Nazism! 
among the great mass of Germans 
in Milwaukee, a city which only 
seven months ago was listed as 
the stronghold of the 
German- 
American Volksbund. 
Today 
the bund has lost its 
widely-publicized 
summer 
carap 
here, control of a "German radio 
hour" has passed into hands of 
the opposition, 
its 
membership 
has been cut in half. 
Five years ago Bernhard Hof­ 
mann, leader of the city’s anti­ 
bund movement, and George Fro- 
boese, "der fuehrer" of Milwau­ 
kee’s bund and midwest leader 
of the national bund, were close 
friends. 
Now this companionship 
has turned into hate. 
Last fall, a witness before the 
Dies committee labeled Milwau­ 
kee as a bund hotbed. Now that 
statement would be untrue— and 
behind the transition is a drama­ 
tic story. 
BUND BEGAN 
IN 1934 
The bund started in Milwaukee 
in 19.14 as the Friends 
of 
the 
New Germany. It held its meet­ 
ings in taverns. 
There were re­ 
ports that its members wore Nazi 
uniforms, exchanged Nazi salutes, 
and drilled under the swastika. 
Froboese, a design engineer in 
one of the city’s industrial plants, 
made a trip to Germany, returned 
full of enthusiasm for the Hitler 
Reich, became a leader. Hofmann, 
his friend, was not interested; he 
was busy trying to weld the many 
s c a t t e r e d 
German-American 
groups into a central organization 
to be known as the 
Wisconsin 
Federation of German-American 
societies. 
In 19.16. the upstart pro-Nazi 
group tried to gain control of the 
new 
Wisconsin 
Federation 
and 
one of its strongest units, the dig­ 
nified Steuben society. 
Both at­ 
tempts were unsuccessful. 
The 
next year newspapermen 
revealed an inside view into Camp 
Hindenburg, a wooded spot along 
the Milwaukee river, 
20 
miles 
north of the city. They told how 
the 
Nazi 
salute was being ex­ 
changed, how youths marched to 
German commands and flags of 
the Hitler youth flew 
over 
the 
camp. 
The bund held its first public 
meeting at the city 
auditorium 
in 1928. 
Two hundred men at­ 
tended in natty gray uniforms. A 
number of them stood around the 
room with arms folded and hands 
gloved—the "order guards.” When 
anti-bundsmen started a demon­ 
stration, the "order guards" were 
on them before police arrived and 
several of the anti-bundsmen were 
injured.

RIVER SERVICE 
ADDS NEW BOAT 


Paul Bunyan II To Run 
On Tahquemenon 
Falls Trip 


Newberry.— A second boat will 
be put into service this year on 
the Tahquanienon river and will 
bo used to carry passengers on 
the Tahquamenon Falls run from 
Soo Junction. 


The new boat, to be named the 
Paul Bunyan 11, will be 70 feet 
long and 18 feet wide. Power will 
be supplied by a largo cruising 
launch. The boat will accommo­ 
date 400 passengers and will sup­ 
plement the service of the 800 
passenger stern wheeler "Tahqua­ 
menon.** 


Summer runs on the river be­ 
gan Friday, May 19, with high 
school 
graduates 
prominent in 
the first group of passengers. The 
Toonorvllle Trolley loaves 
Soo 
Junction at 10 a. m. and connects 
with the boats at Hunters Land­ 
ing half an hour later. Passengers 
are allowed approximately three 
hours for sightseeing at the fa­ 
mous falls, the return trip coming 
back to Soo Junction at about 6 
p. m. 


The new boat, when It goes in­ 
to service, will be placed on a late 
run, probably leaving about noon 
and returning at 8 p. m. Her pre­ 
decessor, the Paul Bunyan I, will 
be temporarily retired from ser­ 
vice or held In reserve. 


The Tahquamenon Falls com­ 
prise the principal attraction in 
one of the upper peninsula's most 
beautiful areas, an area that has 
been assured public possession for 
the benefit of 
all 
the 
people. 
Large quantities of valuable tim­ 
ber and potential water power de­ 
velopments were obstacles to the 
acqnisitinn of this important bit 
of Michigan’s wilderness heritage 
but were eventually overcome. 


The 
park 
site lies along the 
south boundary of the Superior 
State Forest which 
extends 
to 
Lake Superior on the north and 
to the south of the Tahquamenon 
river southeast of 
the 
falls. 
A 
major part of the land in this area 
is now state owned. 
Each year 
many more visitors have Journey­ 
ed to the falls and a nation wide 
Interest has grown in the area. 
When It is completely developed 
as a state park, the area will be 
somewhat more accessible but will 
remain in its present wilderness 
condition. All improvements con­ 
templated for the future by the 
parks division of the department 
of conservation have been consid­ 
ered in the light of their ability 
to blend into tlie natural beauty 
of the area.

BLUEBERRIES 
EASILY GROWN 


They Thrive On Soil Too 
Acid to Agree With 
Most Plants 


Waterville, Vt.—The owner of 
property 
in a new development, 
particularly in a vacation spot in 
the country, is often confronted 
with the problem of what to do 
with a piece of worn out, acid pas­ 
ture land. Realizing that it 
will 
take several seasons 
of 
back­ 
breaking labor, and liming 
and 
fertilizing as well, to get it into 
the pleasingly friable 
condition 
necessary for growing the average 
run of flowers and vegetables, the 
owner often lets the land remain 
in its run>down condition. 


Tests made over a period 
of 
fourteen years by F. H. McFar­ 
land, horticulturist and 
orchard- 
Ist 
of Waterville. Vt., bring out 
the striking fact that 
cultivated 
blueberries not only will tolerate 
— but actually prefer—just such 
soil as is often given up as use­ 
less for cultivated crops. 


One of Mr. McFarland’s experi­ 
ments with blueberries was on a 
piece of land completely covered 
with brakes such as grow 
pro­ 
fusely in his section of Vermont. 
These wore mowed, raked up and 
spread between the rows in which 
the blueberry plants were to 
be 
sot. Then the soil, which was full 
of tough brake roots, was simply 
turned over with picks and mat­ 
tocks and smoothed and 
leveled 
as well as might be. With no at­ 
tempt to pulverize or fertilize the 
soil, the blueberry 
plants 
were 
set out Immediately. These plants 
have thrived and have borne bet­ 
ter fruit than in any other experi­ 
mental plots.

Blueberries 
require 
an 
aold 
soil, preferably of the nature of 
peat or swamp soil. I^icking their 
natural preferences, land can be 
made acid by the use 
of 
chem­ 
icals, decaying leaves, or "well de­ 
cayed sawdust. In addition to the 
iicld condition there has been dis­ 
covered a fungus which grows on 
the roots of the blueberry in 
a 
.symbiotic relationship—a sort of 
cooperative plan by 
which 
the 
fungus furnishes 
one 
kind 
of 
food and the blueberry plant the 
other. Thus the acid soil meets 
the reijuireniont.s of the fungus, 
which In turn meets the require- 
uientB of th<5 blueberry plant. And 
80 some Hwamv) soil which 
con- 
t.'iliiH the funnus should accomp­ 
any every plant when set out. 


Blueberry plants are known to 
do well on a 
great 
variety 
of 
soIIh, ranging 
from 
sandy 
to 
medium loams, but not on heavy 
clay. Worn out (acid pasture land 
Is better then well enriched land, 
euch as has been sweetened 
with 
llmo and in preparation for clov­ 
er and alfalfa crops. Blueberries 
will not tolerate lline, ashes, 
or 
barnyard manure. The ground is 
cultivated rather than being 
al­ 
lowed 
to 
grow up to grass and 
weeds, as the plants respond best 
without 
compotltlon 
of 
other 
crops.

Blueberries have many 
good 
qualities 
to 
recommend 
them. 
They are long-lived— often prov­ 
ing useful over periods of fifty to 
st»venty-flve 
years. 
The 
plants 
have no thorns or 
prickers

bush or fruit and are bothered by 
few' pists. The berries have less 
waste to the measured quart and 
are less work to prepare for the 
table than any other small fruit.

late Dr. P. V. Coville, botanist for 
the government at Washington, 
the varieties have been tested In 
Vermont since 1924. 


Besides discovering which blue­ 
berries would stand the rigors of 
a northern New England climate, 
with temperatures dropping to 28 
degrees below zero, Mr. 
McFar­ 
land gathered and tabulated data 
as to which plants are 
regular 
and high bearers and turn out the 
type of crops desired by commer­ 
cial growers or by home garden­ 
ers. 


The named varieties grown in­ 
cluded Cabot, Pioneer, Katherine, 
Raucocas, 
Adams, 
Harding, 
Greenfield and Rubel. Some na­ 
tive plants 
were 
also 
selected 
from the wild and introduced into 
the plantation for cross-polinatlon 
purposes and for comparison 
of 


yields and relative hardlneM. 
The CSreenfleld Variety 


The variety Greenfield, a half- 
high (half-high and half-low by 
Inheritance) is the earliest to rip­ 
en of the eight varieties and for 
that reasan is usually taken by 
the birds..before ripe, 
but 
low 
bushes can be 
screened 
with 
cheesecloth. The plants are usu­ 
ally loaded with berries of nice 
quality and good size. Plants of 
Greenfield are small and can be 
set much closer than most varie­ 
ties. 


Varieties showing the greatest 
sensitiveness to cold are Adams, 
Cabot and Rubel. The first 
and 
last of these three are among the 
wild selections of the Whltesbog 
Company at Whltesbog, New Jer­ 
sey. Both are reliably hardy 
as 
far north as central New 
York 
and are good producers. 


With A ■uecoMloa of Varieties 
the blueberry season wllMast for 
six or eight weeks, beglnninc the 
middle of July in Vermont. 
The 
Improved varieties are of 
good 
size and quality, and have very 
atti*aetiYe berriea. 
The plants 
vary in height from two and 
a 
half to six feet and over, depend­ 
ing on . age, variety and inherit­ 
ance. Two of them are products of 
crosses between the 
high 
bush 
variety of the swamps and 
the 
low-bush variety of the plaint, the 
stature being fixed by inheritance 
and breeding. 


The yield of berries in quarts 
for each hush varies from one and 
a half to eight quarts per season.
